An alliance between Wood and Governor Wm. G. Sproul was 


effected some time ago whereby the governor was to the first 
choice of the 76 delegates and Wood the second choice. Just one- 
half of the regular organization delegates were on this program. 


In the case of the other half they preferred to take their in- 


structions from Penrose. Governor Sproul's forces put up a 
rival slate to oppose these 38 delegates. There is no enmity 
between Penrose and Sproul and no contest to decide the super- 
iority in Pennsylvania. Penrose put Kno?c forward in good faith 
as a strong compromise candidate who could compose both wings 
of the Republican party. The organization slate has not been 
"tampered" with.

ists and Sinn Keiners. .Soldiers were thrown around the dis- 
ordered acras. Citizens remained on the streets all night.

All the world except the bolshevik 


rulers of Russia is old-fashioned—he- 
hind the times. We still cling to the 
old 
superstition 
that 
the 
people 


should be the sovereign--, that public 
officials wre pnMlc servants, that the 
surest plan of government is that 
form of government which is nearest 
to the people. In the United States 
each citizen hns one vote. He has a 
vote for the men who mnke the local 
laws, t),e city or village ordinances; 
a vote for the man who enforces the 
ordinances, the mayor; a vote for the 
representatives in the state legislature 
where the laws are made; for the 
governor, who enforces the state laws; 
a vote for the congressmen and sen- 
ators who enact the notional laws and 
formulate the national policies; a vote 
for the president, who curries out the 
supreme law of the land. While it is 
true that in the case of the president, 
we vote for electors who elect the 
president, there has not been a single 
case wherein an elector 1ms voted 
other than he wns instructed by the 
people. We come together in political 
parties, present platforms, and every 
citizen hns a chance to register his 
opinion of men and measures. 
The 


citizen has a right to vote at primary 
elections and register his choice for 
the party candidates and for the dele- 
gates to the conventions which formu- 
late the party platforms. 


Bolshevik Argument Unsound. 


•The bolsheviks point out that politi- 


cal parties do not live up to their 
platforms; that candidates for office 
default in their promises after they 
are elected; that representative de- 
mocracy is frequently not representa- 
tive of and responsive to the people. 
We know that there is some truth in 
this criticism, but we knew that it is 
our fault. We have the power to ex- 
press our wants, to record our will. 
We also have the power to punish our 
belrnynl. 
We can recall from office 


recreant public servants; we can add 
to our legislation and take over the 
power to initiate laws, and compel the 
reference of legislation back to the 
people before it can become operative 
as law. 
Our public officials are only 


our agents; we hire them, we pay 
them; we can fire them, disgrace them 
and punish them if they fail to obey 
our instructions. 
Such is our power. 


If we do not use the power intelli- 
gently and effectively it is our fault 
If we are indifferent to the rights we 
possess and fail to use them, the fault 
is with us. Therefore, we do not con- 
demn a system of representative gov- 
ernment because some of the individ- 
uals who make up the government are 
unfit and unworthy of the rights they 
enjoy. 


The bolsheviks appear to favor a 


change in the method of governing 
the people. The plan they have adopt- 
ed is based en the theory that the 
people must not be trusted, but that 
the officeholders can. Bolshevism Is 
government from the top down, rather 
than from the bottom tip. They seem 
to go on the theory that power dele- 
gated through many hands will lose 
its corruption Just as running water 
does. This political theory flies In the 
face of all human experience. 


Bolshevist "Joker." 


In our numbers we have a figure 


which for many years has enjoyed a 
peculiar reputation; it is the "jester" 
of numbers. It is the number ":s." 
It is known in Anierirmi slung as 
"sklddoo." The bolsheviks inserted In 
ihe constitution a joker, nnd oddly 
enough they gave it the 
"sklddoo" 


number, '"23." It is found in Article 2 
of the constitution: 


"Being guided by tlie Interest of the

Lenine's Change of Heart.

All the world except the bolshevik 


rulers of Russia is old-fashioned—he- 
hind the times. We still cling to the 
old 
superstition 
that 
the 
people 


should be the sovereign--, that public 
officials wre pnMlc servants, that the 
surest plan of government is that 
form of government which is nearest 
to the people. In the United States 
each citizen hns one vote. He has a 
vote for the men who mnke the local 
laws, t),e city or village ordinances; 
a vote for the man who enforces the 
ordinances, the mayor; a vote for the 
representatives in the state legislature 
where the laws are made; for the 
governor, who enforces the state laws; 
a vote for the congressmen and sen- 
ators who enact the notional laws and 
formulate the national policies; a vote 
for the president, who curries out the 
supreme law of the land. While it is 
true that in the case of the president, 
we vote for electors who elect the 
president, there has not been a single 
case wherein an elector 1ms voted 
other than he wns instructed by the 
people. We come together in political 
parties, present platforms, and every 
citizen hns a chance to register his 
opinion of men and measures. 
The 


citizen has a right to vote at primary 
elections and register his choice for 
the party candidates and for the dele- 
gates to the conventions which formu- 
late the party platforms. 


Bolshevik Argument Unsound. 


•The bolsheviks point out that politi- 


cal parties do not live up to their 
platforms; that candidates for office 
default in their promises after they 
are elected; that representative de- 
mocracy is frequently not representa- 
tive of and responsive to the people. 
We know that there is some truth in 
this criticism, but we knew that it is 
our fault. We have the power to ex- 
press our wants, to record our will. 
We also have the power to punish our 
belrnynl. 
We can recall from office 


recreant public servants; we can add 
to our legislation and take over the 
power to initiate laws, and compel the 
reference of legislation back to the 
people before it can become operative 
as law. 
Our public officials are only 


our agents; we hire them, we pay 
them; we can fire them, disgrace them 
and punish them if they fail to obey 
our instructions. 
Such is our power. 


If we do not use the power intelli- 
gently and effectively it is our fault 
If we are indifferent to the rights we 
possess and fail to use them, the fault 
is with us. Therefore, we do not con- 
demn a system of representative gov- 
ernment because some of the individ- 
uals who make up the government are 
unfit and unworthy of the rights they 
enjoy. 


The bolsheviks appear to favor a 


change in the method of governing 
the people. The plan they have adopt- 
ed is based en the theory that the 
people must not be trusted, but that 
the officeholders can. Bolshevism Is 
government from the top down, rather 
than from the bottom tip. They seem 
to go on the theory that power dele- 
gated through many hands will lose 
its corruption Just as running water 
does. This political theory flies In the 
face of all human experience. 


Bolshevist "Joker." 


In our numbers we have a figure 


which for many years has enjoyed a 
peculiar reputation; it is the "jester" 
of numbers. It is the number ":s." 
It is known in Anierirmi slung as 
"sklddoo." The bolsheviks inserted In 
ihe constitution a joker, nnd oddly 
enough they gave it the 
"sklddoo" 


number, '"23." It is found in Article 2 
of the constitution: 


"Being guided by tlie Interest of the 


working class as a whoie, the Rus-- 
slnn Socialist Federal Soviet Repub- 
lic deprives nil Indivlduu'.s nnd groups 
of all rigiit.s which co\it<! ho utilized 
by them to the detriment of the so- 
cialist revolution."

This constitutional clump muzzles 


the press. 
Notwithstanding all the 


criticism which may be justly made 
against the press, the fact remains 
that the newspapers of the world have 
been a great force for good, a great 
power In securing freedom. 
We see 


the world through the eyes of the 
newspapers; it is our source of infor- 
mation; we depend upon it for the 
facts upon winch we base our opin- 
ions. Notwithstanding the bitter par- 
tisan character of the press, few pa- 
pers know party lines or party preju- 
dice when the public interest is men- 
aced. 
The press hns thrown 
the 


searchlight of terrible publicity on the 
ratholes and driven out the political 
rats.
